FOR HEDGING 


Hedging Operations Promoted by 
Government When Wheat Fell— 
House Told Improbable That Fed- 
eral Treasury Will Lose in Scheme

OTTAWA, Nov. 14—Connterattiig 
the lowest wheat prices in centuries 
and assisting the orderly marketing 
of western Canada’s wheat crop, the 
government hag made financial ar- 
rangements to promote hedging op- 
erations, Premier R.. B. Bennett 
announced “today in the House of 
Commons. . 


Canadian banks have been guar- 
anteed against loss in financing 
hedging operations by the Canadian 
Co-operative Wheat Producers Lim- 
ited, the central selling agency of 
the three prairie pools, 

It is improbable that the federal 
treasury will sustain any consider- 
able loss through the guarantees, 
the prime minister said. The Dom- 
inion stands behind the banks to 
the extent of about $18,000,000—the 
estimated ‘cost of a five cent bonus 
on thig year’s crop. 


Without hedging operationg prices 
on the Winnipeg Grain BWxchange 
might have fallen below 40 cents a 
bushel, Mr. Bennett said, Circum- 
stances combined to limit the organ- 
izations or individuals willing or 
capable of buying futures. Prices 
dropped on the exchange, . markets 
became demoralized... The Dominion 
then stepped in, arranged the credit 
to enable the Central Pool to hedge. 
This had the effect of stabilizing the 
market and promoting the orderly 
marketing of the crop. It would not 
disturb the natural laws of supply 
and demand. 

Hedging was necessary for orderly 
marketing of the crop, Mr. Bennett 
sald. en a buying agency pur- 
chased wheat from the farmers it 
protected itself by selling in. the 
Winnipeg. pit a corresponding 
amount of grain futures. Banks, 
advancing “rrr a buying agencies, 
insisted on nder normal 
conditions igeatiaeer and investors 
bought the futures.

GOLD—ON IT OR OFF IT? 

Whether Canada should stay on or go 
off the gold standard is a question now oe- 
‘eupying the minds of many thoughtful men 
in Canada. 

Premier Bennett, staunch champion of 
the gold standard, rebukes the advocates of 
inflation by citing the example of Germany 
nome years ago when s omuch German paper 
money was printed during the inflation per- 
iod that the mark became practically worth- 
less. 

Germany, however, indulged in an ex- 
treme form of inflation. Money was printed 
promiscuously, and printing presses, work- 
ing overtime, were unable to catch up with 
the falling value of the mark. 

Today we inflation in a milder form. 
Great Britain, Australia, Argentina, and 
other countries are off the gold standard— 
have been off it for months, and although 
their money has depreciated in terms of 
gold and of American money, it has not de- 
preciated to a dangerous point. 

Going off the gold standard has actually 
helped these countries. Australia and Ar- 
gentina, because their money is depreciated, 
have been able to market thir wheat crops 
at a more favorable figure for the buyer. 


They have sold last year’s entire crop, while, British government considered that an announcement
